GOVERNORS. 

1.  Governors  shall  consist  of  already  registered  Annual  Subscribers 
of  £1  Is.,  or  their  representatives  and  such  persons  as  shall  give  £5  5s.  or 
more  in  one  sum,  and  an  Executor  of  a  Will  bequeathing  £50  or  more  to 
this  Charity. 


TRUSTEES. 

2.  The  property  and  funds  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  special 
Trustees  who  shall  be  at  least  three  in  number  and  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Committee,  and  who  shall  hold  such  property  and  funds  upon  trust  solely 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 

COMMITTEE. 

3.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairman,  a  Vice-Chairman, 
a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and  of  members  not  exceeding  twenty  in  number 
and  two  members  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  to  be  nominated  by  that 
Committee  ;  three  to  be  a  quorum.  A  member  of  the  Committee  need 
not  hold  the  qualifications  of  a  Governor.  The  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
shall  be  represented  by  the  two  Senior  Honorary  Surgeons  or  in  their  absence 
by  the  tAvo  Surgeons  next  in  seniority  who  may  be  present  in  the  Hospital 
at  the  time  of  a  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  shall  be  elected  by  the  Governors  at  the  General 
Meeting,  which  shall  be  held  in  every  year.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or 
resignation  of  one  of  the  Committee  during  the  year,  the  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  fill  up  such  vacancy  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  when  the 
appointment  shall  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Governors. 

5.  The  Committee,  which  shall  meet  once  in  each  month,  shall  have 
power  to  make  regulations  for  the  internal  government  of  the  Hospital ; 
they  shall  appoint  and  dismiss  the  salaried  officers  ;  they  shall  direct  the 
purchase  of  drugs,  provisions,  furniture,  etc.,  and  they  shall  at  each  Monthly 
Meeting  choose  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  visit  the  Hospital  from  time 
to  time  during  the  ensuing  month,  and  give  such  instructions  as  he  may 
deem  necessary. 

6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  paid  on  account  to  the 
Hospital,  and  deposit  them  to  the  credit  of  the  Hospital  in  the  Midland 
Bank  Ltd.,  or  such  other  Bank  as  the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
decide.  His  account  shall  be  made  up  to  the  31st  of  December  in  each 
year,  and  shall  show  the  nett  income  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year,  and  also 
the  liabilities  and  assets  on  that  date  ;  and,  if  approved  by  the  Committee, 
they  shall  be  printed  and  a  copj7  sent  to  each  Governor  and  subscriber,  when 
passed  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

7.  The  Secretary  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  affairs 
of  the  Hospital ;  he  shall  summon  and  attend  Committees  at  their  Monthly 
and  Special  Meetings,  and  report  generally  upon  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital. 
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8.  The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  two  or  more 
Surgeons,  and  two  or  more  Assistant  Surgeons. 

9.  The  Surgeons  and  Assistant-Surgeons  shall  be  fully  qualified 
practitioners,  who  shall  have  attended  for  not  less  than  six  months  the 
practice  of  an  Ophthalmic  Hospital  and  shall  possess  such  qualifications 
as  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  render  them  eligible  for  appointment. 
The  Surgeons  shall  vacate  their  appointments  on  attaining  the  age  of  sixty- 
five  years. 

The  Surgeons  shall  be  elected  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Governors 
of  which  14  days’  notice  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in  two  of  the  local 
Liverpool  newspapers. 

10.  The  Assistant-Surgeons  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee. 

11.  The  Surgeons  and  Assistant-Surgeons  shall  attend  the  Hospital 
for  the  purpose  of  seeing  patients  at  such  times  as  the  Committee  shall 
direct,  and  shall  conform  to  the  hours  of  daily  attendance  as  so  fixed. 
Leave  of  absence  shall  be  approved  by  the  Committee  or  by  the  Chairman 
or  Vice-Chairman  in  cases  of  emergency. 

12.  The  Surgeons  shall  have  the  Medical  Superintendence  of  the 
Hospital,  and  shall  decide  as  to  the  admission  and  discharge  of  in-patients. 
All  cases  of  grave  injury  or  disease  shall  be  brought  under  their  notice,  and 
they  shall  perform  all  Capital  Operations. 

13.  The  Assistant-Surgeons  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  pertaining 
to  their  office,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Surgeons,  shall  have  the  Medical 
Superintendence  of  the  Hospital. 

14.  The  Dispenser  shall  attend  at  such  times  as  she  may  be  required 
by  the  Medical  Officers,  and  shall  procure  and  dispense  all  medicines  ordered 
for  the  patients. 

15.  The  Matron  shall  take  charge  of  the  furniture,  equipment  and 
goods  ;  attend  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  hospital  and  apartments,  as  well 
as  of  the  servants’  and  patients’  persons  ;  and,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Committee,  she  shall  engage  and  dismiss  any  members  of  the  nursing 
and  domestic  staffs  of  the  Hospital,  over  whom  she  shall  exercise  the 
immediate  control.  She  shall  provide  for  the  patients  according  to  the 
prescribed  diet,  and  generally  attend  to  the  care  of  the  Institution.  She 
shall  allow  the  friends  of  the  patients  to  visit  them  only  at  the  appointed 
times,  and  shall  regulate  their  times  of  staying  but  shall  have  discretion 
to  arrange  otherwise  as  she  may  find  circumstances  in  exceptional  cases 
require.  She  shall  be  particular  in  allowing  the  introduction  of  proper 
articles  of  food  only.  She  shall  give,  and  be  entitled  to,  a  month’s  notice 
before  leaving. 

16.  Patients.  Patients  shall  pay  the  fees  fixed  by  the  Committee 
but  any  person  who  is  unable  to  pay  these  charges  and  who  shall  be  suffering 
from  disease  of  the  Eye,  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  as  an  out-patient ; 
and  such  as  require  capital  operation,  or  whose  malady  shall  be  of  grave 
character,  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  as  in-patients. 

A  subscription  or  a  donation  paid  by  a  patient  or  his  or  her  employer 
shall  not  of  itself  entitle  a  patient  to  free  treatment

The  Committee  appreciate  the  contributions  from  all 
subscribers  and  donors  who  now,  as  in  the  past,  have  so 
generously  assisted  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Institution. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  announcing  that  Miss 
H.  L.  Capper  has  been  appointed  Matron,  on  the  resignation  of 
Miss  C.  M.  Whitty. 

We  wish  to  convey  our  gratitude  to  the  Ladies’  Committee 
for  the  care  and  attention  they  have  given  to  the 
Hospital  and  for  the  valuable  work  they  have  once  again 
rendered  in  connection  with  the  Linen  League.

ANNUAL  MEETING 


pHE  Fifty-seventh  Annual  Meeting  held  at  Town 
Hall,  on  Tuesday,  27th  May,  1930,  at  12  noon. 

The  Lord  Mayor. 

I  have  been  asked  to  move  that  the  Report  and  Accounts 
of  St.  Paul’s  Eye  Hospital  should  be  adopted. 

I  need  hardly  say  that  this  old  Charity  is  doing  excellent 
work  in  the  City  of  Liverpool,  which  is  shown  in  the  fact  that 
the  applications  for  treatment  at  the  Plospital  are  in  excess 
of  your  capacity  to  deal  with  them  properly,  and  that  you 
have  to  ask  for  an  extension  of  your  premises  and  facilities. 
Also  it  is  well  known  to  those  of  us,  who  are  conversant  with 
Hospital  work  in  Liverpool,  that  this  Eye  Hospital  has  not 
only  done  the  ordinary  daily  task  but  it  has  been  a  pioneer 
in  the  healing  arts  as  applied  to  the  Eye,  in  the  prevention 
of  blindness  in  the  community.  I  am  sure,  that  I  can  with 
complete  unreserved  confidence  commend  to  the  public  of 
Liverpool,  this  appeal  of  yours  for  help  to  defray  the  cost, 
£25,000  of  the  new  Annexe  which  you  wish  for.  It  is  quite 
true  that  the  Hospital  Organisation  as  a  whole,  is  going  through 
a  process  of  readjustment.  .  .  .  There  has  been  a  tremendous 
process  of  readjustment  going  on,  but  the  practical  conclusion 
left  upon  my  mind  by  coming  into  contact  with  this  is,  that 
it  is  imperative  that  those  that  know  themselves  to  be  on 
sound  lines  should  stick  to  them,  and  get  on  with  it,  and  not 
wait  for  some  settlement  of  this  complicated  and  difficult 
field  of  readjustment.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  you  are  getting 
on  with  it. 

I  have  pleasure  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Report. 
Mr.  Roxburgh  in  seconding  this  Resolution,  said  44 1  would  on 
behalf  of  our  Committee  express  our  deep  sense  of  the  loss  we 
have  sustained  through  the  death  of  our  late  Vice-Chairman, 
Sir  Arnold  Rushton.  He  was  an  active  and  earnest  supporter 
of  the  Hospital,  and  we  shall  miss  his  presence  and  counsel 
very  much.  Quite  recently  to  our  great  regret,  our  Secretary, 
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Mr.  Wilson,  lias  been  compelled  through  ill-health  to  resign 
his  position.  Mr.  Wilson  has  been  connected  with  the  Hospital 
for  nearly  40  years,  and  has  acted  as  Hon.  Secretary  for  22 
years.  I  am  glad  to  say  he  has  consented  to  remain  on  the 
Committee  and  we  all  wish  that  very  soon  his  health  will  permit 
him  to  be  with  us  again,  for  the  Hospital  without  Mr.  Wilson 
does  not  seem  the  same. 

I  will  not  delay  you  with  any  examination  of  our  accounts, 
which  are  satisfactory,  but  which  present  no  feature  of  special 
interest. 

The  chief  event  of  our  Hospital  year  was  our  decision 
to  proceed  with  the  much  needed  Extension  of  our  Out-patient 
Department.  The  necessity  for  this  extension  is  set  forth 
in  our  Report,  and  also  in  the  appeal,  copies  of  which  are  in 
this  room,  and  I  need  not  take  up  your  time  with  any  details 
regarding  this  project.  In  spite  of  the  unpropitious  time, 
from  the  financial  point  of  view,  we  have  every  confidence 
that  our  Friends  will  endorse  our  decision,  and  provide  the 
means  to  enable  us  to  build  and  equip  an  Out-patient  Depart¬ 
ment  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

There  are  two  matters  of  general  interest  regarding  our 
Hospital,  to  which  very  briefly  I  would  like  to  invite  your 
attention.  The  first  is  the  suggestion  that  all  the  Liverpool 
Hospitals  should  be  merged  into  one  central  institution. 
This  idea  is  evidently  inspired  by  the  modern  craze,  that  all 
the  ills  of  the  body  politic  can  be  cured  by  combinations,  amal¬ 
gamations  or  mergers.  I  would  like  to  associate  myself  with 
the  adverse  criticisms  with  regard  to  this  suggestion  recently 
made  by  Mr.  Wright,  Chairman  of  the  Liverpool  Eye  and 
Ear  Infirmary,  and  by  Dr.  Niven,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
that  Hospital.  This  is  not  the  place  to  discuss  the  economic 
objections  to  this  policy  and  I  will  content  myself  with  saying 
that,  than  such  a  proposal  if  carried  into  effect,  I  can  conceive 
nothing  more  disasterous  to  the  Hospitals,  or  more  prejudicial 
to  the  patients. 

The  second  matter  to  which  I  wish  to  refer,  arises  out  of 
a  recent  circular  issued  by  the  Merseyside  Hospitals  Council 
pointing  out  the  pecuniary  loss  sustained  by  Liverpool  Hospitals, 
in  treating  certain  classes  of  patients.  The  Merseyside  Hospitals 
Council  is  the  official  title  of  the  Penny  in  the  Pound  Scheme. 
I  would  frankly  acknowledge  the  benefits  which  we  owe  to  this 
Scheme  through  its  interesting  a  great  number  of  people  in 
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our  Hospitals,  and  establishing  a  systematic  method  of  contri¬ 
buting.  But  I  would  deprecate  what  I  think  in  the  circular, 
is  an  undue  emphasis  on  the  financial  side  of  Hospital  work, 
and  the  somewhat  sordid  attitude  of  mind,  which  regards  a 
case  in  which  the  cost  of  treating  a  patient  exceeds  the  amount 
of  payment  received,  as  a  loss  to  the  Hospital.  If  a  breadwinner 
leaves  the  Hospital  restored  to  health  and  strength  and  once 
again  able  to  maintain  his  wife  and  family,  surely  this  is  an 
item  to  be  reckoned  on  the  credit  side  of  the  accounts,  and 
ought  not  to  be  ignored.  The  great  pioneers  of  Medical  Science 
who  by  their  discoveries  have  done  so  much  to  alleviate  human 
suffering,  and  to  prevent  and  cure  disease,  never  counted  the 
value  of  their  services  in  terms  of  Pounds,  Shillings,  and  Pence. 
And  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  in  our  Hospitals,  to  whose 
unselfish  and  unwearying  devotion  I  am  proud  to  bear  witness, 
do  not  reckon  the  result  of  their  work  on  a  monev  basis.  We 
should  remember  that  our  great  Hospitals  were  erected,  long 
before  the  Penny  in  the  Pound  Scheme  came  into  being,  by 
large  hearted  and  public  spirited  citizens  as  Medical  charities. 
They  have  been  supported,  and  are  still  supported  by  voluntary 
subscribers,  who  desire  to  maintain  these  Hospitals  as  medical 
charities.  A  few  days  ago  when  I  was  passing  that  great 
London  Hospital,  St.  Bartholomew’s,  I  saw  an  inscription 
on  its  walls,  which  expresses  the  meaning  I  wish  to  convey 
to  you  better  than  any  words  I  can  employ.  The  inscription 
read  : — 

“  Given  by  a  King.  Built  by  a  Monk. 

Trusted  by  the  Citizens.  Sustained 
by  Charity.  Dear  to  the  people  as 
a  home  of  mercy  and  healing.” 

I  hope  we  shall  never  suffer  our  Hospitals  to  be  controlled  by 
the  professional  philanthropist,  who  would  run  them  as  a 
commercial  undertaking.  After  all,  when  the  great  day  comes, 
and  our  Hospitals  appear  before  the  Grand  Assize,  they  will 
not  be  judged  by  the  amount  of  money  they  may  have  lying 
to  their  credit  with  their  bankers,  or  by  the  profits  they  may 
have  extracted  from  their  Patients.  The  Hospitals  will  be 
judged  by  the  extent  to  which  they  have  relieved  the  suffering, 
healed  the  sick,  and  made  the  wounded  whole. 

Mr.  K.  H.  Mackenzie  in  proposing  the  re-election  if  the 
Committees  said  ; — “  It  gives  me  very  great  pleasure  to  propose 
the  re-election  of  the  Committees,  I  do  not  know  whether  I 
am  in  order  but  I  think  this  opportunity  should  be  taken  to 
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thank  the  Committees  for  their  valuable  services.  People  do 
not  realise  the  work  the  Committee  is  doing,  and  I  have 
pleasure  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks.” 

Mr.  Bywater  seconded  the  re-election  of  the  Committees. 

Mr.  Geo.  Brocklehurst  proposed  a  very  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  Ladies  Committee.  He  said  the  Ladies’  Committee 
has  always  been  a  great  asset  to  St.  Paul’s  Eye  Hospital.  When 
I  joined  the  Hospital  many  years  ago,  the  Ladies’  Committee 
used  to  work  quite  independently.  Their  sphere  was  chiefly 
in  visiting  the  Hospital.  It  very  soon  appeared  to  us  obvious 
that  the  very  considerable  energy  of  the  Ladies  Committee 
was  rather  wasted  in  not  having  more  say  and  responsibility 
in  looking  after  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital,  so  we  very  wisely, 
I  think,  arranged  that  they  should  constitute  themselves  into 
a  House  Committee  and  amongst  other  duties  they  go  through 
all  the  accounts  and  no  one  can  do  it  better.  Also,  they  have 
their  representatives  on  the  Gentlemen’s  Committee  and  in  that 
way  the  close  touch  has  been  all  to  the  good.  Especially  do 
I  commend  their  activities  in  connection  with  the  Linen 
League. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Walker  seconded  this  resolution. 

Mr.  Austin  in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Medical 
Board  said  : — I  have  a  very  pleasing  duty  to  perform,  and  that 
is  to  propose  that  a  very  hearty  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  the 
Medical  Board,  who  by  exercising  great  energy,  ability  and 
kindness  of  heart,  have  succeeded  in  promoting  the  best  interests 
of  St.  Paul’s  Eye  Hospital. 

We,  the  Committee  of  St.  Paul’s,  are  intensely  proud  of  our 
Medical  Board,  for  among  our  Honorary  Surgeons,  we  have 
gentlemen  who  are  unique  in  possessing  keen  and  clever 
business  brains,  as  well  as  great  ability  in  surgical  knowledge. 

These  gentlemen  possess  great  vision  as  to  the  future 
welfare  and  needs  of  the  Hospital,  and  have  been  most  pains¬ 
taking  in  the  preparation  of  the  planning  of  the  new  extension. 

I  am,  and  I  am  sure  you  all  are,  very  proud  that  our 
Honorary  Surgeons’  work  in  connection  with  the  new  Hospital 
has  been,  with  little  alteration,  adopted  by  Mr.  Bowse,  the 
renowned  Architect,  who  has  been  chosen  to  carry  out  the 
proposed  extension. 

It  is  therefore  with  very  great  pleasure  I  propose  that 
a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  be  accorded  to  the  Medical  Board  for 
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their  great  and  unselfish  services  during  the  past  year,  and 
I  ask  that  this  vote  be  recorded  in  the  Minutes. 

Mr.  Lewis  seconded  vote  of  thanks  to  Medical  Board  and 
said  : — I  have  great  pleasure  in  supporting  my  friend,  Mr. 
Austin  in  this  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Medical  Board.  Personally 
I  could  become  almost  lyrical  but  as  time  is  short  and  this  is 
a  business  meeting,  I  will  not  go  into  details  but  I  will  say  this, 
that  not  only  are  the  Medical  Board  to  understand  that  they 
are  receiving  the  thanks  of  this  meeting  here,  but  they  are 
receiving  the  thanks  of  the  patients  who  themselves,  did  they 
but  know  how,  when  and  where,  to  record  their  thanks,  would 
also  pay  it  just  as  heartily  as  what  we  do,  for  they  remember 
with  gratitude  and  thanksgiving  the  inconceivable  indebtedness 
they  owe  to  our  Medical  Board. 

There  is  also  one  other  aspect  oi  thanks  to  the  Medical 
Board  which  I  think  should  not  be  forgotten.  It  probably 
will  be  a  somewhat  new  light  on  the  question.  It  is  a  light  that 
if  the  public  did  but>  know,  I  think  they  would  also  wish  to 
join  in  this  vote  of  thanks.  When  we  remember  with  pride 
the  fact  that  over  4,000  children  have  had  their  sight  restored 
to  them  in  consequence  of  the  skill  and  careful  attention  of 
our  Medical  Board,  that  is  a  fact  that  ought  to  be  brought 
home  much  more  strenuously  and  clearly  to  the  general  public 
than  ever  it  has  been.  We  ourselves  have  not  fully  realised  the 
importance  of  what  that  means,  but  when  I  tell  you  that  had 
those  4,000  children  remained  blind  through  their  lifetime 
they  would  have  been  a  charge  on  the  Liverpool  rates  of  at  least 
£260,000  a  year  which  represents  a  lOd.  rate  on  the  assessments. 
I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that  our  Medical  Board  have  no  ideas 
of  thinking  about  financial  reasons  for  attending  to  their 
patients  but  there  is  the  fact  that  had  it  not  been  for  the  extreme 
skill  and  care  that  has  been  devoted  to  those  4,000  children 
we  would  probably  have  had  to  meet  a  bill  of  at  least  £260,000, 
being  4,000  children  at  25s.  maintenance  grant  per  week. 

However,  that  entitled  me  to  say  that  the  thanks  of  the 
citizens  of  Liverpool  as  well  as  the  thanks  of  the  patients  are 
due  to  our  Medical  Board  for  their  wonderful  efforts  on  our 
behalf. 

Mr.  Roxburgh  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Lord  Mayor 
for  his  presence  at  the  meeting  in  his  very  busy  time. 

Mr.  Kirk  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks. 

The  Lord  Mayor  replied  saying  he  wished  the  Hospital 
every  success.

THE  Committee  of  St.  Paul’s  Eye  Hospital  has  had  for  some  years 
under  its  serious  consideration  the  provision  of  extended  accommo¬ 
dation  for  Out-Patients.  Since  the  present  building  was  opened 
nineteen  years  ago  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  steadily  increased, 
and  the  Out-Patient  Department  premises  have  become  hopelessly  inadequate. 
The  Committee  has  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to  acquire  on  very  favourable 
terms  the  piece  of  land  adjoining  the  Hospital  from  Messrs.  Joseph  Bibby 
&  Sons,  to  whom  it  tenders  its  thanks  for  their  generosity,  which  in  itself 
is  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  Hospital  Extension  Fund. 

The  plans  for  the  Extension  Building  have  been  prepared  by  Mr. 
Herbert  J.  Rowse,  f.r.i.b.a.,  who  has  designed  a  building  on  the  most 
economical  lines  compatible  with  modern  Hospital  medical  and  hygienic 
requirements.  The  Committee  now  makes  an  appeal  for  £10,000,  which 
sum,  together  with  an  amount  of  between  £14,000  and  £15,000  now  standing 
to  the  credit  of  the  Building  Fund,  is  estimated  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  land, 
the  erection  of  the  proposed  extension,  and  the  necessary  medical  equipment. 


Under  present  conditions  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  carry  on 
their  onerous  work  under  the  gravest  disadvantages.  The  waiting-room 
for  Out-Patients  is  overcrowded  and  congested,  and  it  is  impossible  to  deal 
with  the  cases  submitted  with  any  degree  of  privacy  or  comfort  for  the 
sufferers.  It  is  frequently  necessary  to  close  the  doors  for  a  time,  and  in 
consequence  there  is  often  a  queue  of  patients  waiting  outside  in  the  street

GROWING  WORK  OF  S  T.  PAUL’S 
EYE  HOSPITAL. 

At  St.  Paul’s  Eye  Hospital,  Old  Hall- 
street,  Liverpool,  yesterday,  the  little 
waiting  room  was  crowded  with  people 
waiting  to  have  their  ailments  attended 
to  and  there  was  a  queue  outside. 
Inside,  doctors  and  nurses  were  patiently 
and  efficiently  coping  with  the  stream 
of  patients. 

“  We  have  crowds  like  this  on  most 
days,”  said  a  nurse.  “  On  some  days 
we  have  over  200  out-patients  to  deal 
with,  which,  of  course,  makes  the  work 
rather  difficult.”  The  need  for  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  hospital  is  very  great,  and 
not  only  in  the  out-patients’  depart¬ 
ment.  The  sixty-three  beds  are  practi¬ 
cally  always  in  use.  Some  wards  have 
twenty  and  thirty  on  the  waiting  list; 
one  ward  had  forty  a  week  or  two  ago. 

The  hospital,  which  serves  a  great 
and  growing  need,  was  founded  by  Mr. 
George  Edward  Walker  in  1871,  in  a 
room  at  6,  St.  Paul’s-square.  The  pre¬ 
sent  building  was  first  used  in  1908, 
when  Dr.  A.  Nimmo  Walker  and  Mr. 
Alfred  Booth  were  prominently  con¬ 
nected  with  it  The  growth  "of  the 
hospital’s  work  may  be  judged  from  the 
fact  that  last  year  there  were  7,112  out¬ 
patients  who  made  38,814  attendances, 
necessitating  594  operations.  There  were 
862  in-patients. 

Preventing-  Blindness. 

One  of  the  most  important  features 
is  the  ophthalmia  neonatorum  depart¬ 
ment,  in  which  work  the  hospital  was 
a  pioneer.  It  was  against  some  opposi¬ 
tion  that  the  hospital  started  bringing 
in  an  afflicted  mother  with  her  child 
as  soon  as  a  day  after  child-birth.  It 
is  a  tribute  to  the  pioneers  that  there 
has  never  been  a  failure  in  this  side 
of  the  work. 

When  it  was  started,  30  per  cent,  of 
the  cases  in  blind  schools  were  due  to 
neglect  in  dealing  with  the  disease. 
Now,  the  number  is  very  much  smaller. 
Since  1908  over  3,733  cases  have  been 
dealt  with  and  3,548  cures  have 
resulted.  There  have  been  488  cases 
outside  Liverpool,  with  393  cures  due  to 
the  hospital.  Last  year  there  were  122 
Liverpool  cases  with  121  cures,  and  21 
outside  cases  with  19  cures. 
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exposed  to  the  inclemencies  of  our  climate*  This  state  of  affairs  the 
Committee  feels  cannot  be  permitted  to  continue*  For  some  time  past  there 
have  been  as  many  as  960  attendances  weekly  at  the  Out-Patient  Department* 
On  some  days  over  200  cases  have  been  treated,  and  the  number  is  tending 
constantly  to  increase*  Those  who  are  acquainted  with  the  present  premises 
know  the  difficult  conditions  with  which  the  staff  is  contending,  and  they  will 
testify  to  the  imperative  need  for  an  extension  of  the  Hospital  Buildings*

One  department  of  the  Hospital’s  work  which  must  appeal  to 
everyone's  sympathy  and  which  has  been  wonderfully  successful,  is  that  for 
the  treatment  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  Since  1908  over  4,000  cases 
have  been  treated,  and  out  of  that  number  only  35  have  become  blind.  This 
dreadful  disease  attacks  babies  at  their  birth  and  unless  immediate  medical 
treatment  is  applied  permanent  blindness  follows.  Constant  treatment  is 
required  which  has  to  be  carried  out  by  fully  trained  and  competent  nurses 
at  frequent  intervals  during  the  day  and  night.  Unless  this  regular  and 
thoroughly  organized  treatment  is  carried  out  the  chances  of  blindness 
ensuing  are  extremely  great,  and  it  is  for  practical  purposes  impossible  to 


undertake  this  treatment  in  the  patient's  home*  The  crowded  state  of  the 
existing  Out-Patient  Department  adds  immensely  to  the  difficulties  in 
treating  these  cases*  The  economic  value  of  preserving  the  sight  of  so  many 
infants  is  realized  when  it  is  known  that  in  Liverpool  some  1,500  blind 
persons  are  chargeable  to  the  Authorities  at  a  present  annual  cost  of  £25,000, 
and  that  this  sum  is  expected  to  increase  to  £32,000  at  the  end  of  the 
current  year* 

The  Committee  has  confidence  in  appealing  to  all  supporters  and 
friends  for  the  funds  necessary  to  supply  premises  adequate  to  the  growing 
medical  services  the  Hospital  is  called  upon  to  perform*
